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Pursuant to Fed. R. Civ. P. 62.1(c), Defendants Samsung Electronics Co., Ltd., Samsun 
Electronics America, Inc., and Samsung Telecommunications America, LLC (collectivel 
“Samsung”’) respectfully notify the Court that the United States Court of Appeals for the Federa 
Circuit has remanded Samsung’s appeal of the June 26, 2012 preliminary injunction so that this 
Court may rule on Samsung’s motion to dissolve (ECF No. 1936). The Federal Circuit’s order was 
entered today and is attached hereto as Addendum A.! 

Samsung’s motion to dissolve is fully briefed (see ECF Nos. 1936, 1963, 1967), and th 
Court stated last week that, since “the sole basis for the June 26 Preliminary Injunction no longe 
exists,” it would have “‘dissolve[d] the June 26 Preliminary Injunction if the Court had jurisdiction.’ 
(ECF No. 1968, at 3.) The Court now has jurisdiction, and there has been no change in th 
circumstances since last week that would support any other result. Samsung therefore respectfull 
requests, pursuant to Rule 62.1(c) and for the reasons set forth in Samsung’s prior papers, that th 
Court dissolve the preliminary injunction forthwith.
